We see them walking down the 
streets with their hands in their 
pockets, slumping and looking 
anything but exemplary. And 
it’s disgusting the way men 
slump in easy chairs, and tip 
back in their swivel chairs, knees 
spread-eagle.” 

No use appealing to man’s van- 

ity, so let’s take a look at pos- 
ture from the standpoint of body 
mechanics and efficiency. In cor- 
rect body lineup—that is, with 
head, shoulders and chest, and 
the hip girdle centered exactly 
over each other—the body is in 
plumbline. Figure it out... cor- 
rectly centered, your bones help 
support you, making it easier 
for muscles and ligaments to 
hold the structure’ together. 
More important, in correct bone 
alignment the vital organs are 
held in proper position which 
makes for smooth functioning of 
the body and physical well-be- 
ing, 

In out-of-kilter posture, the 
joints are dragged askew with 
considerable strain at the con- 
nections. The bony segments are 
carried off center which throws 
the weight against the muscles. 
This allows the internal organs 
to sag and crowd against each 
other ...and gravity wins. 

Snap up your posture by work- 
ing on the slim. up-and-down 
muscle track. Think of muscles 
as pulleys. The up-pull muscles 
are attached to the pelvic girdle 
and to the ribs, near the ster- 
num. By pulling up strongly 
with these long front muscles, 
the in-pull, side muscles are 
brought into the act. 

Hip muscles also play an im- 
portant part in posture: Pulling 
down and under with the pow- 
erful hip muscles keeps the pel. 
vic girdle centered—then the 
hip joint is directly in line with 
shoulder tip and with ankle 
bone. That’s self-supporting pos- 
ture... you’re on the beam. 

In sitting, to keep the mus- 
cles working on the slim up-and- 
down muscle track, sit with back

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Truman, Farmers and Tait-Hartley 


The Georgia Farm Bureau’s demand 
that the Taft-Hartley Act be retained is 
an early manifestation of the clash of in- 
terests between the chief elements respon- 
sible for the election of President Truman. 


We have pointed out in these columns 
before it was the farm and labor vote that 
brought success to Mr. Truman. Neither 
can claim all the credit, for without one 
the other would have been insufficient. 
The farm vote may hold a slight edge, 
having carried the normally Republican 


Middle West, but what could it have done | 


without labor vote in Ohio and Illinois? 


Farmers are essentially conservative. 
They do not like to see labor run rampant 
and they look with disfavor upon the 
closed shop and picket line violence. 

But farmers do want the subsidies 
which the Democratic Party promised to 
continue. They were suspicious of Gov. 
Dewey’s vague promises and they had 
seen pretty definite indication of the Re- 
publican thinking on subsidies in the 
Aiken Bill. 

The resolution of the Georgia Farm 
Bureau calling for retention of the Taft- 
Hartley Act is, so far as we are able to 


determine, the first such resolution by a 
farm group. There will be others. Presi- 
dent Truman and his administration, cam- 
paign promises to the contrary notwith- 
standing, will be placed in a difficult posi- 
tion which can lead only to a compromise. 
It seems safe to say that the essential pro- 
visions of the Taft-Hartley Act probably 
will remain intact. Labor unions will, 
and should, be held responsible for their 
acts to the same extent that employers 
are liable for theirs. Union leaders who 
are Communists will not be recognized 
by the NLRB. Other important provisions 
of the Taft-Hartley Act will be continued. 

The opposing interests of farmers and 
union members, paradoxically gathered 
under one political roof, is nothing new 
to the Democratic P..rty. In fact, the 
Party owes its strength in recent years 
to such diverse elements. So far it has 
been able to satisfy both. But the clash 
will grow more acute as the population 
of urban centers increases and rural popu- 
lation declines. It is a problem the Tru- 
man Administration will need to handle 
with diplomacy and tact, resorting fré. 
quently to that essence of politics—com- 
promise. 


To Keep Our House From Tumbling 


Contrary to fears expressed in many 
quarters, Americans have not lost the habit 
of thrift that has been responsible in large 
degree for the upbuilding of the nation. 

There is the matter of U. S. Govern- 
ment Savings Bonds, for instance. There 
is a tendency on the part of the unin- 
formed to say that Savings Bonds are be- 
ing cashed at a faster rate than they are 
being sold. In fact, the redemption of 
E bonds, the type held by the average in- 
dividual, is running at only about one per- 
cent per month. Total savings bonds held 
by individuals increased $3,600,000,000 in 
the five months from February to July 
of this year. A notable aspect of the in- 


crease is that farmers accounted for nearly 
one-third of it and they now hold more 
than $6,000,000,000 worth of Savings Bonds. 

The Savings Bonds division of the 
Treasury is launching a new campaign to 
sell even more bonds to individuals so that 
the $87,000,000,000 worth held by banks, 
which constitutes the highly inflationary 
portion of the national debt, may be re- 
duced. City people and farmers would 
do well to buy all the bonds they can 
afford, remembering that the more evenly 
spread is the nation’s tremendous debt 
the less likely it is to “come tumbling down 
on our heads,” as one writer bluntly ex- 
pressed it. : 


For State-Wide Forest Fire Protection 


Two-thirds of Georgia’s area is covered 
by forests. More than 130,000 people are 
employed in industries directly connected 
with forestry and the State’s forest re- 
sources bring in an annual income of ap- 
proximately $275,000,000. 


Last year 2,273,000 acres were burned 
by forest fires. Roughly, that is almost 
10 percent of the State’s 23,000,000 acres 
of woodland. 


But it would be well to note that only 
four percent of the acreage burned was 
in the areas covered by organized fire 
protection, which at present extends to 
slightly more than one-third of the State’s 
total forest acreage. 


Judging the efficiency of organized 
forest. fire protection by these figures, it 
would be safe to assumé@ that if such pro- 
tection had been extended to the entire 
State in 1947 only about 273,000 acres of 
timber would have burned. Thus, about 
2,000,C00 acres of forests, worth millions 
of dollars on today’s market, to say noth- 
ing of their value to posterity, would 
have been saved. 


Such waste inevitably has brought de- 
mands that Georgia inaugurate a system

of forest fire protection on a State-wide 
basis, replacing the present landowner- 
county-State method. Indeed, G. Philip 
Morgan, of Savannah and Guyton, has 
prepared a bill to this end which he has 
sent to all members of the General As- 
sembly for consideration. Mr. Morgan is 
careful to explain that his own 15,000 
acres of land in Bryan, Effingham and 
Chatham Counties is under lease until 
1986 and that he does not stand to bene- 
fit from his proposal. 

We do not presume to pass upon the 
merits of Mr. Morgan’s particular bill, 
but we are of the firm belief that his idea 
is sound and that some such legislation 
giving State fire protection to every one 
of Georgia’s 23,000,000 acres of timber- 
land deserves serious attention of the 
General Assembly. 

Mr. Morgan estimates the cost for the 
first year’s operations at $3,000,000, which 
includes the cost of fire-fighting equip- 
ment. Annual maintenance costs there- 
after are estimated at $1,250,000. Cer- 
tainly that is less than a drop in the 
bucket compared to timberlands that 
would be saved each year through ade- 
quate fire protection.

Truman—he climbed upon a bicycle 
early in the campaign, never leaving his: com- 
fortable perch, sought to coast into the presi- 
dency on an easy ride. 


Disappointed Republicans are saying that if 
the party candidate had made a more vigorous 
campaign, meeting the issues square on instead 
of adopting a lofty pose, the result might have 
been far different. 


Gov. Dewey himself has given color to 
the charge by offering as his explanation 
the feeling that Republicans were lulled to 
sleep by the one-sided public sentiment 
polis and did not trouble to vote.

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The City Dollar, 
And Farm Dollar 


Cities are restless places. And the cost of 
living is more direct in its force in cities. Which 
helps explain why they are restless. 

When the food is gone there are few pantries well stocked with 
home-canned’ food (although there is no good reason why there 


shouldn’t be), and no reserve of potatoes, onions, and apples in | 


the cellar. 

There is the trip to the store, the hum and clatter of the cash 
register, the presented slip with the cost total, and the dip into 
pocketbook to pay for it. 

So, city people are stirred by the cost of living more readily. 
The average city housewife shops every day at a grocery store. 

When they read that the Government is going to use tax money 
to support the price of corn at $1.44 a bushel, they don’t like it. 
When they read about the Government having to buy 600,000,000 


bushels of corn to keep the price up—this being a great corn | 


year—they are likely to damn the farmer. The potato support pro- 
gram happened to be a fantastic one, the potato surplus being tre 
mendous and the Irish potato not easily shipped or stored. 


Reason This is distressing because it serves to put a gulf be- 
tween city people and farm people. It is a gulf that 
shouldn’t be there. 

It is a gulf the more reactionary GOP politicians saw and at- 
tempted to use. They were going to cut the cost of living by 
making the farmer bear all the brunt of it. 

There isn’t the slightest doubt but that this explains why nor- 
mally Republican States in the great farm belt went for Harry S. 
Truman. 

The farmer has struggled too long to get his “parity” dollar 
to take any chance on losing it. 


Fairness It is necessary that we understand that our economy 

is out of balance. We have more actual money in cir- 
culation than ever before. Wars do that. Wars also drive up 
wages and they drive up costs. The two chase one another. 

One of the distressing features of our economy is that many 
businesses are at the pojnt where they have difficulty making the 
minimum profit on their investment. Costs and wages can't keep 
going up but will if living costs go up. Somehow we have got 
to work out a formula. Unions have got to come of age and help 
with that. 

In simple fairness to the farmér we must admit that he has 
a right to his “parity” dollar. The farmer doesn’t merely sell food. 
He buys. 
parity period of 1909-14. 


Parity The farm experts searched until they found a period 

in which the farm dollar was closest to parity with the 
industrial dollar. In other words, they found that in the period 
of 1909-14 the farmer could take the dollar he got for his products 
and buy with it on equal terms with the man working for a wage. 
He wasn’t having to sell cheap and buy high. 

In that period the housewife was able to buy corn products 
cheaply. . Cofn was selling for 58.2 cents per bushel. Today’s sup- 
port price of $1.44 a bushel is a little less than 250 percent of this. 

So, today we “support” the basic products of corn, cotton, pea- 
nuts, wheat, and a few other crops so the farm dollar is at parity 
with the city dollar. 

Now, some people argue that the economy should be free and 
that the law of supply and demand should rule. That might be 
all right, but here again the farmer isn’t the only one. Manu- 
facturers are protected through tariff laws. These keep the in- 
dustrial dollar up. In Connecticut, for example, in the period from 
1920 to 1929, the wealth added to the industry of that State by 
the tariff alone was greater than the total income of three South- 


| ern States. 


Control 


So, the average person, when he says farm products 
should be subject to supply and demand, ignores the 
fact that our entire economy has been controlled, in one degree 
or another, for a long span of years, 100 at least. 

There is always a lag. The farmer has to gamble. If he gets 
good weather, manages well, works hard and produces a big crop, 
They fall quickly. But his costs don’t. 

Let’s take the period of 1919-1921, for example. Farm incomes 
fell 62 percent in that period of slump. This was reflected, within 
a year, by the inevitable fall in nonfarm incomes. In the period 
of 1920-1922 they fell, but only 18 percent. The city dollar would 
buy a lot more than the farm dollar. We had a sharp little de 
pression in that period.

Not so severely, but still 
enough to dislocate the whole economy.

Whether the General and his celebrated 
bird had anything to do with this happy 
result still is a matter of argument among 
the histerians. The NRA long since has been 
dead and the only blue eagle left is one em- 
broidered by the Navajos on a blanket hang- 
ing in the sanctum of the Senate Indian Af- 
fairs Committee. 


What we've got now is a boom and the same 
businessmen who were being threatened with a 
ride to the pokey 15 years ago if they didn’t fix 
prices now are being offered the same free trans- 
portation if they do. 

The Federal Trade Commission is operating 
today’s reverse NRA. It has no blue eagle nor 
other fancy trappings. It doesn’t even have a col- 
orful character like Iron Pants to run the show, 
but oh bey! | 

“My guess,” said Sen. Brien McMahon, of Con- 
necticut, referring to the Commission’s recent bas- 
ing-point order, “is that this thing will turn into 
one of the biggest fights ever.” 

He’s a member of Sen. Homer Capehart’s Sub- 
committee, looking into the fantastically compli- 
cated aspects of the order, which was aimed 
against cement makers getting together and sell-

I have no desire to put myself in the posi-

Rice, the well-loved and highly respected dean of American sports 
writers. 

And by the same token, I haven’t the slightest wish to 
take anything away from Red Sanders and his excellent foot- 
ball team up at Nashville. . 

But when you simply don’t agree with a statement like that, I 
guess there’s nothing else to do but argue about it. 

In the first place, Mr. Rice’s assumptions about his alma 
mater were attributed to “two able scouts,” both unidenti- 
fied, maybe even those from the University of Tennessee 
who would like nothing better than to build the Commodores 
up for a grand slaughtering in Nashville on Nov. 27. 

Then, too, I guess Vandy’s record in its past four games has 
something to do with it. But let’s look at this record. 


: : The Commodores have played Kentucky, 
Foes Unimpressive Yale, Auburn and LSU on the past four 
Saturdays. This list includes three Southeastern Conference teams 
whose combined league record for the season is NO wins, NO ties 
and 11 defeats. 

In addition te its string of victories at the expense of 
this trio of the SEC’s bottom bracket boys, Vandy also 
whipped Yale equally as impressively. But Eli would hardly 
be more than an even bet against Auburn, LSU or Kentucky 
on any given Saturday. 

It’s perfectly true that Vandy looked great against all 
four of these opponents, winning pretty much as it pleased 
and piling up huge scores. 

But, after all, aren’t the Commodores the same eleven, with 
matural week-by-week improvement, which didn’t make a first 
down against Georgia Tech for 57 minutes in the opening game 
of the season? Or the team which was tied by Alabama and lost 
to Ole Miss, despite heartbreaking misfortunes in the closing min- 
utes of both these games? 

. To me, it just doesn’t add up.

a critical factor, Dr. Knisley said, 
are malaria, tuberculosis, burn 
shock, traumatic shock and ar- 
thritis. 

New attacks in fighting diseases 
now may be made in the light of 
current knowledge of blood 
“sludge.” Dr. Knisely said he and 
other scientists already are seek- 
ing ways of breaking up the lethal 
“sludge“ and perhaps preventing 
death. 


Dr. Knisely, whose life is dedi- 
eated to the study of blood, ex- 
plained that normal blood flows 
fast and no white blood cells stick 
on the vessel walls. In contrast, 
blood altered by disease flows 
slowly. White blood cells stick to 
the vessel walls and red cells form 
muck-like clumps which pass with 
difficulty through tiny capillaries. 

When blood vessels become 

clogged with “sludge,” Dr. Knisely 
explained, the whole circulation 
system may break down. Vessels 
thus stopped up cannot supply 
needed oxygen to the tissues of 
the body. 
Dr. William B. Rawls, President 
of the Medical Society of the 
County of New York, also ad- 
dressed the Society. He advanced 
an eight-point program for im- 
proving the quality and quantity 
of medical care in the United 
States.

Millions Use 
Savings lo Meet 
Cost of Living 


WASHINGTON — (UP) — 
Millions of American families 
have used all their savings to 


meet the rising cost of living, 
the CIO Economic Outlook 
said yesterday. 

It reported that only per- 
sons in the top 10 percent in- 
come brackets are still able 
to make any “substantial” sav- 
ings. 

It said five to six million 
families have cashed in the 
last of their U. S. Savings 
Bonds since OPA was abolish- 
ed, and that among families 
earning less than $5,000 a year 
the rate of ‘“dis-saving’— 
spending more than you earn 
—has been rising rapidly. 

The share of savings held 
by the top 10 percent income 
brackets, the publication said, 
has gone up from 46 percent 
in 1946 to 77 percent in 1947. 
It gave no figures on 1948 sav- 
ings, but suggested that the 
proportion of the highest in- 


come groups continued to rise.

Mesabi Range Works 


Toward Iron Ore Record ' 


ST. PAUL, Minn. — (UP) — 
Minnesota’s sprawling Mesabi 
Range area is expected to come 
up with its all-time iron ore ship- 
ping record for a peacetime year 
in 1948. 

Huge postwar demands _ for 
steel, coupled with a strike-free 
production year, are expected to 
run up a new record of over 67,- 
300,000 gross tons, Ray D. Nolan, 
State Director of Lands and Min- 
erals, said. 

It will not only be the biggest 
peacetime ‘shiping year, but the 
third highest total in the 67 years 
since ore was first mined in 
Minnesota, Nolan said. 

Previous high in a peacetime 
year was in 1941, when 64,060,725 
tons were mined. The all-time rec- 
ord, 75,299,000 tons, 
wartime year of 1942. 

Nolan arrived at his 1948 esti-| 
mate by adding 3,830,000 tons—| 
the present margin by which ship-| 
ments exceed last year—to the 
1947 production of 63,517,190 tons. 

He said his figures do not in- 
elude well over a million tons 
which will probably be shipped 
out by rail before the year ends.

In Method, 


BERLIN—The biggest mass trial 
in history is just about over. It 
lasted longer than any other, stir- 
red up more controversy and it is 
appropriate that it had the long- 
est name—denazification. 

This was the trial of Germans 
for helping Hitler. There were 


one set of charges: Did you or did 
you not actively ‘pursue the Nazi 
Party’s aims and how strenuously? 

Both Western and Eastern Al- 
lies were in complete agreement 
about denazification while the 
shooting was going on and for a 
while after i¢ stopped. The four 
powers started out with the same 


program under a directive drawn 
by SHAEF (Ejisenhower’s Head- 
quarters). As time went by and 
the attitudes of the different zones 
jelled in separate ways, the pro- 
gram was split in four. 

Up to the Spring of 1946 the 
system was to screen all Germans 
for public office or for any major 
position.

ithe Germans should have.a denazi- 
fication law and courts and trials. 
A law was promulgated for the 
U. S. Zone authorizing German 
courts to try their own people. 
Five categories of guilt were es- 
tablished. Everyone had to regis- 
ter. In the VU. S. Zone those 
amounted to more than 13,000,000 
lpeople. All had to fill out the 


“fragebogen”—a questionnaire in- 
lvolving every aspect of their po- 
‘litical life. The penalty for false- 
hood was imprisonment. 


The other zones didn't take, 
‘kindly to this system, but the 
Americans didn’t care too much, | 
just so the five categories of of-| 
fenders were universal, along with 
the penalties. The Russians, Brit- 
ish and French finally agreed in 
October, 1946, and it was con- 
firmed by the council of foreign 
ministers in Moscow in March, 
1947. 

In the intervening time the 
four zones went about clearing 
up the problem of weeding out 
Nazis in their own way. 

In the American zone the Ger- 
man trials were started. Of the 
13,500,000 who registered, 3,000.- 
000 were listed as “incriminated.” 
|Military Government granted am-| 
'nesty to 2,000,000 for various rea- 
isons. A large bloc consisted of the 
| Hitler Youth who were considered 
too young to be personally re- 
sponsible. 

The million remaining cases, in 
American Military Government 
opinion, were handled pretty well. | 
There now are only 20,000 left) 
and they are principally “major | 
offenders.” They will be tried or| 
adjudicated in some way by the 
end of the year. 

In the British zone it was con- 
ducted far differently. The British 
seemed to feel that a Nazi as such 
wasn’t too much to bother about 
except that he should be kept out 
‘of any official position. Hence the 
commissions that screened cases 
| paid the most attention to those 
‘classified as “war criminals.” 
| They were tried and punished, 
‘some were hanged. The others. by. 
‘and large, were let alone. The 
British turned it over to the Ger-| 
mans last Spring, but courts never 
/were set up. 

There was an even wider differ- 
ence in the French zone. The 
‘French simplv put their Nazis to 
work. Only the principal cases— | 
‘where the population. itself de- 
'manded action against an individu-| 

al—got to trial. Recently, how- 
ever, they have stepped up the 
‘program so the books can be con- 
sidered clear by Jan. 1, 1949. 
What happened in the Russian 
‘zone is guesswork to some extent. 
|The Soviets announced last Spring 
‘that their denazification program 
‘was ended. They gave no figures 
‘of any kind. 

The way they did the job was 
by economic units. For instance, 
a commission would sit in a par- 
ticular factory and “denazify” the 
workers in that plant. The Rus-) 
sian commissars supervised every- 
thing. At no time did the Soviet 
military government allow the 
‘Germans to decide much of any- 
thing. 

As it finally worked out, the 
‘Americans were the only ones to 
give the Germans a complete law 
'system for them to denazify them- 
‘selves. Whether this is good or 
bad is a matter of opinion. Ger- 
mans admired the action at first... 
‘Later they complained that the 
Americans never should have re- 
‘linquished the task because, they) 
‘said the law ran counter to ac-| 
cepted rules of German jurispru-| 
idence and because the German’ 
‘courts as chosen from the political | 
parties were simply instruments | 
of vengeance. | 
_ After the law had been admin- 
istered’ by Germans for about a 
year, a howl went up to call the 
whole thing off. German poli- 
ticians demanded it, but Gen. 
‘Lucius D. Clay, American Com- 
‘'mander, stuck by his guns and 
‘the program continued. 
| The Germans, however, man. | 
‘aged to work out their own way)

there was no expiration date on | 
ithe law. Three Western German | 
States, Wurttenberg-Baden, Hesse | 
and the Bremen enclave, wrote 
into their constitutions a § jro- 
‘vision that the constitution “gives 
‘no protection” to the denazifica-. 
‘tion law after Jan. 1, 1949. Bavaria 
‘allows the law to continue. | 

The attitude of the German 
‘courts themselves has undergone, 
a startling change in the last two) 
years. In the beginning the major | 
offender didn’t have a- chance. | 
‘They threw the book at him—a| 
‘maximum of 10 years and con-| 
fiscation of all property. The judg: | 
‘ments got steadily weaker as the | 
|Germans forgot their hatred of the 
Nazis. People like Emmy Goering, 
‘Gen. Franz Halder and even Dr. 
Hjalmar Schacht walked out free. 

If the Germans have flubbed the 
job, the Americans contend, at 
least it is their own fault. They 
had the chance and the U. S. kept 
its word to wed out the Nazis and 
to give the Germans their own 
right | to Judge.

Health is a bustling word you never appreciate until you have 
lost it. When it is gone, it becomes the unbelieving faces of sick 
children, the unhappy vision of men and women standing mis- 
erably in divorce court, the gaunt figures in,clinics, and the unend- 
ing stream of ailing people sitting in doctors’ offices. 

Because the word is terse and undramatic, it is hard to stir 
the imaginations of citizens to the significance of such things as 
a new movement in Atlanta which will interpret the facilities now 
available to its citizenry, and to create public opinion to demand 
the ones we do not have and need.

As is the case with so many of 
its fellow bromides, it requires 
considerable adjustment if it is 
to serve a practical purpose to- 
day. Perhaps a sounder state- 
ment of the principle is that a 
signal should never me made 
with a card that might prove to 
be a winning trick. If it is pos- 
sible that the honor card invol- 
ved may be developed into a 
winner, ‘then the defender 
should forego the luxury of 
flashing the signel. 

On numerous occasions it is 


not only permissible but actual- 
ly imperative that a player sig- 
nal with an honor. One of the 
cards not ordinarily available 
for signaling purposes is the 
queen. Convention has therefore 
decreed that when a defender 
follows suit with a queen, he has 
either no more of the suit or the 
jack as well as the queen; so 
that the leader is uncondition- 
ally required to underlead to the 
second trick. Failure by South to 
recognize this principle was re- 
sponsible for the loss of today’s 
hand. 

East’s jump rebid of three 
hearts is eminently sound and 
West, in view of the shaded na- 
ture of his spade response, was 
quite justified in passing his 
partner’s semi-forcing rebid.

This speed-up of communica- 
tions will be made possible by a 
new gadget called Deskfax. It’s 
Western Union’s latest effort at 
breaking down communications 
minutes into seconds, 


But, says Supt. H. J. Evans, of 
the Atlanta Western Union, don’t 
start trying to get one right now. 
It will be 1949 before materials 
shortages have been overcome 
and the Deskfax system started. 

Atlanta, third largest telegraph 
center in the country in volume, 
will be the second city in the coun- 
try to get Deskfax. 

And telegraph messages to and 
from Atlanta soon will be taking 
to the air on special radio beams, 
sent out from tower-topping discs 
resembling radar senders.

Already: tested in last Winter’s 
ice and snowstorms in the East, 
when communication lines were 
breken, the radio beam transmis- 
sion system is “impervious to 
weather.
